Secriowy 1. That the commissioners of the county
oo _of Henncpin be and they are hereby authorized to
thorised to bulld €Fect a bridge across the Mississippi river within a
bridgs. half mile of the suspension bridge, or instead thereof
to purchase the suspension bridge now crossing said
river within said county, and to maintain and keep in
